WABHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Foot
and mouth disease quarantine regu-

no shipments of live stock, except for
slaughter within forty-sight hours, |
will be permitted south or west

All of the great alaughtering centera are
located In the restricted territory, and
there is little shipping of live oattle out
of it, but the new order was decmed
neosssary to protect the stock producing
sections from Infection

Two New Rules Added,

Two important new regulalions were
added today, one defining ‘“‘immediote
slaughter,” an used in exlsting orders, an
““within forty-elght hours,” and another
prohibiting the tranaportation of Ilive
stock in any part of the United Btates
after February 17 except In disinfected
Ccare.
